And the National Weather Service sees no big break in the cohl 
for at least the next 30 days. Through the remainder of this week, 
the low temperatures are predicted to hover between 10-below and 
10-above in southern Michigan.

The decision is sound because it 
forecloses the knee jerk claim from 
civil rightists that because the effect 
of a law or practice may result in 
discrimination, consequently its in­ 
tention to discriminate is demons­ 
trated automatically. 


Much as the civil rightists may 
denounce the court’s majority as 
throwbacks to plantation days, it 
would be dangerous for the nation's 
bedroom communities to look upon 
the decision 
as an 
impregnable 
Maginot line. 


Court personalities change from 
time to time and if many vacancies 
show up in the present Court during 
Jimmy Carter’s tenure at the White 
House, their replacement may well be 
of a different judicial leaning, just as 
is the present majority considerably 
different than the Court under Earl 
Warren’s guidance. 


Of shorter range possibility is the 
matter of showing an 
intent to 
discriminate. 


Many a bedroom community is 
trying to have the best of two worlds 
today. 


This is high value residences in one 
side of town; high tax commercial 
and industrial sites in the other side. 


The latter is not likely to be 
manned by those dwelling in the 
former. 


This inevitably brings up housing to 
accommodate those serving the com­ 
mercial and industrial 
establish­ 
ments. 


Zoning designed to keep those 
employes out of the community in 
which they work, as we read the 
decision, would find a rocky reception 
before the Washington tribunal. 


A reasonable accommodation at the 
local level is a necessity for any zon­ 
ing or building code to hold up from 
now on. 


Wage9 Price Controls 
Create Only Disruption 


Memories are not so short that the 
lessons of wage and price controls im­ 
posed by the Nixon administration 
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beginning in 1971 already are forgot­ 
ten. Rather than curtail price and 
labor cost escalations over the long 
run, those controls when removed 
unleashed a rash of increases which 
helped to fuel the subsequent rise in 
inflation. 


Still, the idea continues to surface 
when politicians try to alleviate reac­ 
tions rather than the causes of those 
reactions. During the recent presiden­ 
tial campaign, Jimmy Carter used bad 
advice in advocating “stand-by” wage 
and price controls. Small wonder, 
then, that some industries tried to 
jump the gun on controls after the 
election by placing on the record 
higher prices even when demand for 
their products was weak. 


Mr. Carter now has disavowed wage 
and price controls as a policy of his 
administration. “ I believe in a free 
market system and always have.” he 
said in a recent news conference, ad­ 
ding. “and I believe that the constant 
threat of wage and price controls is 
sometimes a stimulation for un­ 
warranted increases in wages and 
prut's, and I want to remove that 
threat completely from business and 
labor.” 


That reassurance should remove 
much of the pressure the business 
community may have felt itself under 
and improve the psychological climate 
necessary for a more stable economy.

Amerioan history and govern­ 
ment, an adequate ability to 
communicate in our national 
language: English. 


The last requirement seems 
not only logical, but essential to 
our National unity. It is the 
strongest force to bind us 


together as “One Nation, under 
Cod. indivisible. . ." 


Therefore the well-intended 
efforts to bestow the rights of 
citizenship on groups unwilling 
lei communicate in English 
seem treasonable. 


True, many youngsters are 
citizens by birth and have the 
rights of citizenship. That they 
grew up in foreign-speaking 
neighborhoods and that their 
parents didn’t care enough to 
train them in English is bad 
enough. We need not strengthen 
such divisive forces with multi-

Born Too Soon 


WASHINGTON - Presiden­ 
tial inaugurations are nothing if 
not occasions for eccentrics to 
flower. People have attended 
the ceremonies impersonating 
clowns, kings, Abe Lincoln, 
Napoleon, even Hitler. And then 
there was Dr. Mary E. Walker 
— a century ago she came to 
some of the parties dressed as a 
man. 


It seems Dr. Mary always 
wore male attire. She once 
donned tuxedo and top hat to 
astonish Chester A. Arthur at a 
White House reception. Besides 
this she was unsympathetic 
with the bewilderment she 
wrought. 
When 
a 
Chinese 
minister inquired why she wore 
pants, she retaliated immedia­ 
tely by asking him why he wore 
skirts. 


Who was Dr. Mary Walker? A 
great lady in advance of her 
time, some say. Others feel she 
was an aberration and fool. In 
any event, as the nation pauses 
to change its governmental 
gears, it is as good a time as any 
to remember one of the mostly 
forgotten faces that helped 
shape the outrageously diverse 
republic of this 
inaugural 
season. 


Mary Walker was a small, 
slender and obscure physician 
from rural New York, come to 
Washington to do her patriotic 
part in the Civil War. It was still 
a 
century 
before 
women’s 
liberation, and the military 
authorities tried to direct the 
woman into the nursing corps. 
She’d have none of it, demand­ 
ing instead a surgeon’s job, and 
not in Washington but out where 
the war action was. 


There was much consterna­ 
tion and gnashing of teeth in the 
War Department, not to say the 
medical profession, but Dr. 
Mary was sent to Tennessee, 
with the rank of lieutenant, to 
become the first assistant sur­ 
geon to serve in the Army in 
time of combat. She wore the 
male uniform, of course, right 
down to the underwear. 


There is some question as to 
whether the doctor’s service 
was as positive as it was con­ 
troversial. Be that as it may, 
she was active enough to be 
captured as a prisoner of war, 
then important enough to be 


released in exchange for a rebel 
major. Eventually she became 
the first woman to be awarded 
the Medal of Honor. 


Alas, at war’s et\d. Dr. Mary 
became more of a character 
than a heroine to her nation. No 
doubt because she insisted on 
dressing as well as acting like 
men. As Amelia Bloomer, her 
contemporary. 
Dr. 
Mary 
believed that the female garb of 
the day — crinoline and wire 
hoops — was unhealthy and un­ 
safe. She prefered stiff wing 
collars, long coats with tails and 
pantaloons. 


Hence she was a sensation in 
the worse sense of the word. 
When she entered ladies' res­ 
trooms there were screams of 
protest. Young lads and proper 
women hissed at her on the 
streets. Several times she was 
arrested for “ impersonating a 
male.” Even colleagues in the 
suffrage movement considered 
her something of a freak, and 
leaders spread wide the word 
that Dr. Mary was wholly self- 
serving. 


It is probably true that the 
doctor was self-serving. Indeed 
her promotional efforts crushed 
any design she may have had on 
respectability. When she lost a 
small clerical job with the 
government 
pension 
office 
(allegedly for insubordination) 
she took 
to touring dime 
museums as a sideshow attrac­ 
tion. Even near the end of her 
life, still craving attention, she 
cabled Kaiser Wilhelm to offer 
her New York farm as a site for 
World War I peace talks. 


For all of it, according to her 
biographer. Charles McCool 
Snyder, and her grandniece, 
Helen Wilson, Dr. Mary was a 
woman 
to 
applaud. 
Her 
philosophy of sexual equality is 
widespread today, her ideas on 
dress are in every fashion store. 
Had she been born a century 
later she would in large part bo 
in main line womanhood. 


But she was born in 1832. And 
when she died, in 1919, she was 
penniless, ostracized and once 
more obscure. Also she died 
without her Medal of Honor; two 
years 
previous 
a 
military 
review board had revoked it 
along with those of some 911 
other Civil War recipients. 


Baker Takes 
GOP Spotlight 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Sen. 
Howard Baker may be just w hat 
the doctor ordered for the ailing 
Republican Party, even though 
his selection as Senate Minority 
Leader owes 
more to the 
vagaries of fate than any sudden 
widespread wisdom among his 
peers. 


Elected by a margin of only 
one vote. Bilker nonetheless now 
becomes the most visible na­ 
tional official in a party prac­ 
tically denuded of leaders at all 
levels. In addition, he brings a 
new image of credibility and 
charm free of the rusty conser­ 
vatism and narrow-mindedness 
that has so damaged the GOP in 
the past. 


He has pre-empted the GOP 
newsmaking field, making the 
chairmanship of the party much 
less important than had been 
anticipated and reducing the 
potential impact of the elder 
statesmen — President Ford. 
Vice President 
Rockefeller, 
Ronald Reagan and John Con- 
nally. (The latter, still harbor­ 
ing White House ambitions, ob­ 
served testily that Baker's new 
role only reduced the need for 
other articulate spokesmen by 
“about 
two decibels,” 
but 
hardly anyone else seems to 
share that view.) 


Compared to a Democratic 
President 
and 
Democratic 
congressional 
leaders 


representing heavy majorities. 
Baker isn't going to have a 
whole heck of a lot of real 
power. But he is in the best 
position 
to 
articulate 
Republican positions on the 
major issues and stimulate 
public support for them. 


There 
is 
some 
potential 
danger in the Baker elevation. 
He is openly ambitious for the 
presidency in 1980. and may not 
adequately distinguish between 
what's good for the country and 
w hat 's good for his own poliUcal 
future 


He may be tempted to make 
his mark as an obstructionist, a 


role in which Jerry Ford ex­ 
celled 
as 
House 
Minority 
Leader, rather than as a cons­ 
tructive 
leader 
willing 
lo 
cooperate and compromise to 
influence 
the 
shape 
of 
Democratic-endorsed legisla­ 
tion. The former course attracts 
more headlines than the latter. 


The Senators who voted for 
him were not without their 
doubts. “ It’s a choice between a 
prima donna and a teain- 
player," one undecided Senator 
sighed shortly before the elec­ 
tion between Baker and Sen. 
Robert Griffin, then whip and 
heir-apparent. He added, ‘’and 
they’re both very able.” 


The 51-year-old Baker is 
generally considered a political 
moderate capable of bridging 
the party gap between the old 
guard and the more progressive 
newcomers. And he is in­ 
telligent, some would say a little 
cute. 


A 
Commerce 
Committee 
staffer who worked with Baker 
during hearings a few years ago 
says that while Baker was 
agreeable, available, and did 
his homework, he usually said 
one thing in closed executive 
session and something else in 
public 
sessions. 
A similar 
charge was leveled by John 
Dean in his book, “Blind Ambi­ 
tion.” Dean, who described 
Baker as a "damn slick fella,” 
claims Baker worked behind the 
scenes to undermine the Water­ 
gate hearings, exchanging stra­ 
tegy messages with White 
House aide Chuck Colson, but 
put up a neutral front in public.

The new two-family district 
will be restricted to about a 22- 
block area between Main street 
on the west, Wayne street on the 
east and extending south from 
Broad street to Harrison.

The current zoning ordinance, 
adopted in 1947 and amended 
three times since, allows two- 
family dwellings as far south as 
Howard street, and also along 
the lake front below the bluff. 
This area all would become 
single-family district under the 
new ordinance. 


II adopted the new ordinance 
will make all two-family houses 
outside the new 22-block zone 
nonconforming. This means, 
Heathcote explained, they will 
be allowed to continue to exist 
but can never be greatly al­ 
tered.

1975 there had been a 210 per 
cent increase in the number of 
two-family homes in the city 
and a lK(j per cent rise in the 
number of multi-family apart­ 
ment units. At the same time, 
single-family 
houses 
had 
increased 18 percent. The city's 
downtown business district will 
remain commercial, and a new 
commercial strip will be desig­ 
nated along Main street from 
Broad to Niles.

unused 
matches, the other for burned 
matches. 


Much of Mrs. Sizer s collec­ 
tion is made up of glass or pot­ 
tery. 


Many collectors, according to 
Mrs. Sizer, arc interested in 
English pottery, particularly 
that made in the 18th and early 
quarter of the 19th centuries. 


In 1705, Queen Charlotte of 
England had a pair of dainty 
high-heeled shoes with a big 
buckle fashioned at a Bristol 
pottery.

only product made was the or­ 
dinary Staffordshire ware and 
the only designs used were boots 
and shot's.,’ Mrs. Sizer told 
members of the Antiquarian 
Society. 


The Staffordshire pottery in­ 
dustry is of early origin, but was 
improved in the 17th century. It 
has been greatly extended in 
modern times. 


The potter at Burton-upon- 
Trent, who specialized in the 
well-known Wellington boots, 
got his idea from the early 
leather blackjacks for wine or 
ale. 


A blackjack was a pint or 
quart vessel for drinking that 
was stoutly sewn, waxed and 
polished, and waterproofed with 
a coating of pitch inside. This is 
where the pitcher came from. 


“ Blackjacks and leather fire 
buckets can still be ordered in 
^/>ndon from the same firm that 
originally made them. But the 
day of leather tankards passed 
long ago thanks to the cheap­ 
ness and availability of glass 
and pottery, two wares that 
have 
flourished 
everywhere 
since the 18th century,” Mrs. 
Sizer said. 


Mrs. Sizer believes in the 
philosophy of N. Hudson Moore, 
author of “The Old China 
Book." Moore believes that the 
best device in withstanding the 
pressure of today’s busy world, 
is the cultivation of a hobby, an 
intense interest in some par­ 
ticular subject.

He also says that the break-in 
period for new ski boots can be 
eased by applying baby lotion to 
such pressure areas as the heels 
and lower calf. “ And don’t for­ 


get baby powder,” he reminds. 
“ Sprinkled inside ski boots, it 
keeps the feet cool and dry — a 
comfort tip many ski pros 
follow." 


Hajek, owner of a New York 
ski shop, says no one is too old to 
learn the sport. “ I began skiing 
in my native Austria when 1 was 
just over two years old,” he 
savs. “ But I think, in this 
country, six is a good age to 


start if the child has proper in 
struction and guidance.” 


What is the hardest part of 
learning to ski? Hajek, who has 
been teaching skiers for at least 
35 years, laughingly answers, 
“(ietting Up! Once you can get 
from here to there on skis 
without failing down — and it 
just takes practice — you are 
well on your way to enjoying the 
world’s greatest winter sport.”

seen that North had been trying 
for a grand slam. Surely the 


lead directing double might 
cause his opponents to run out to 
six notrump. 


If East had held back his 
double West would have opened 
a club or diamond. South would 
win in dummy and take the 
heart finesse, whereupon West 
would take his queen and 
probably shift to a spade as his 
only hope and South would be 
set. 


After the double, West du­ 
tifully opened a spade. East 
ruffed and led back a diamond. 
South won in dummy and 
thought a while. 


Finally, South decided that 
East would not have doubled if 
he held four or five hearts to the 
queen so South decided his only 
chance would be to bang doun 
his ace and king of hearts. He 
did this, dropped the queen and 
had a really lucky top score.

Dear Miss W.: 


Addiction to barbiturates is a 
far more serious problem than 
is commonly suspectefi. In fact, 
such an addiction can produce 
consequences as serious as that 
to morphine or heroin. 


It is not commonly known 
that the withdrawal from bar­ 
biturate addiction can be even 
more dangerous to life than is 
the withdrawal from heroin. 


Despite the rigid rules by 
health authorities, the illicit 
trade of these drugs continues 
unabated. Unfortunately, many 
immoral people thrive on the 
weakness of those who are so 
dependent 
on 
barbiturates, 
tranquilizers and other habit- 
forming drugs. 


If you could induce your 
sister 
to 
obtain 
proper 
psychological 
guidance 
you 
might help to free her from the 
bondage of this drug depen­ 
dency.

State House Gets 
Phosphate Ban Bill 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 
bill to ban 
phosphates in 
Michigan household products, a 
top goal of environmentalists, 
was introduced in the state 
House Thursday. 


The measure would prohibit 
the sale or distribution of 
laundry detergents or water 
conditioners 
which 
contain 
phosphorus. The chemical has 
been branded as responsible for 
rapid growlh of algae in lakes 
and streams, hastening their 
aging process. 


On Thursday. Gov. William 
Milliken 
endorsed 
the 
phosphate ban proposed by Rep. 
Lucille McCollough. D-lk*ar- 
Imrn. House Speaker Bobby 
Crim, D-Davison, called for the 
bill's passage in his legislative 
message.

Canadian Prof 
Sees PBB Peril

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Convicted killer Gary Mark 
Gilmore — three days from 
death, barring a stay — has in­ 
vited his girlfriend, an uncle, 
two attorneys and the promoter 
who bought his life story to 
watch his indoor firing-squad 
execution. 


Meanwhile, the warden said 
he is taking seriously some 
threats to disrupt the Monday 
sunrise execution, opponents of 
capital punishment 
planned 
court appeals today to stop it. 
and religious groups readied 
vigils outside the Utah State 
prison grounds to protest it. 


Gilmore, 3H. who declined his 


option under state law to also 
invite two clergymen, was in 
good spirits Thursday, said his 
uncle, Provo shoe repairman 
Vern DAmico, who visited him. 


“ When we left, he was exer­ 
cising." DAmico said. “ He was 
standing on his head pulling 
faces (mugging) at me." 


Warden Sam Smith, who 
declined to disclose the indoor 
site for the execution or names 
of the five riflemen, said he had 
received telephone and mail 
threats from unnamed persons 
saying they would disrupt it. 
Smith said he took some of the 
threats seriously and would 
deny demonstrators access to 
prison property. 


“ It is our intention that there 


be no complication or disrup­ 
tion,” Smith said. 


He said the outside gate of the 
prison, about a half-mile from 
the main compound on the 
1 .(XKI-acre site, would lie closed 
Sunday night. 


The warden declined to say 
whether he would grant Gil­ 
more’s request to stand and face 
the five-man firing squad with 
his head bare.

Stephen Sale, a professor of 
biochemistry at the University 
of Guelph in Ontario, said (lur­ 
ing a telephone interview that 
he feels PBB. or polybrominat- 
ed bipheny l, is converted into 
arene oxides which lock them­ 
selves to cells. 


Sale is a consultant to farmers 
who are suing two firms in­ 
volved in the mixup that put the 
fire-retardant 
additive 
into 
livestock fet'd distributed across 
Michigan three years ago. 
Thousands of farm animals 
were poisoned and PBB has 
since IK't'ii detected in humans. 


Safe said since 1972 he has 
Ixrti studying how halogcnated 
biphenyls, 
the 
group 
of 
chemicals including both PBB 
and 
PCB 
(polychlorinated 
biphenyls), are handled by the 
human body. 


He discovered last year that 
IVB forms arene oxides during 
metabolism in humans and the 
new compound attacks cells. 
Similar tests with PBB are due 
to start next week and Safe said, 
"We expect the same reaction.” 


Side and Dr. Don Kcohihon. a 
Halifax pharmacologist, teamed 
up to study PBB s effect on 
liver. 


“ It knocks the hell out of 
liver," Safe said. "There are 
tremendous liver effects with 
short term, high levels." 


Safe compared PBB's impact 
with that of vinyl chloride, a 
chemical which caused rare 
cancers in those working with 
the product 15 to 20 years after 
their first exposure. 


"Chemicals usually work over 
the Ion« term," Safe said. “ Ten 
to 15 years, that's when these 
things come out." 


Safe called for a ban on sales 
of animals with even low levels 
oi PBB contamination. 


“ Even i! it is a low level, get 
rid ol' it We just don't know 
enough alMiut PBB." he said. 


Meanwhile, short of money. 
tin1 state of Michigan has 
stopited contracting 
with two 
outside firms to test food for 
PUB contamination.

Lendzian 
argued his sentence to life in jail violated the constitutional ban on 
cruel and unusual punishment. “ When it is considered how many 
people are killed each year during the perpetration of armed 
robberies, we do not think the penalty is cruel or unusual to the 
offense,” the court said. Sanilac County Circuit Court Judge 
Norman Baguley said Lendzian would be eligible for parole in 
about 10 years.

Michigan Up 3%

Hog farmers across the state 
reported in late 1976 that they 
have three per cent more hogs 
and pigs on hand than they did 
in 
1975, 
according to 
the 
Michigan Crop Reporting ser­ 
vice. 


The numbers reflect a wind­ 
ing down of a recent expansion 
phase that gave hog producers 
one of the most profitable 
periods ever, according to E. 
Dale Purkhiser, Cass county 
extension swine specialist. 


A December survey placed 
Michigan's swine inventory at 
720.000 head, up 20.000 from 
1975 and slightly above the 5,000 
head in 1974. 


The expansion cycle was 
created as a result of an unusual 
situation in 1975 when the Unit­ 
ed States had the lowest number 
of hogs raised since 1935. When 
the hog price skyrocketed as a 
result of the decrease in 
production, many producers 
increased production, and those 
who quit raising hogs because of 
depressed market prices and 
and hefty increases in the price 
of feed corn began raising hogs 
again. 


The period reflected the most 
drastic changes the hog cycle 
has ever seen. Purkhiser said. 


At one point, a 225-pound hog 
was selling for $143, when just 
recently as October, the same 
size animal sold for slightly 
more than $70. Purkhiser ad­

Michigan State 
Surplus $28.3 Million 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Michigan ended the past fiscal year 
with a surplus of $28 3 million, state budget director Gerald Miller 
said Wednesday. The small surplus followed a year of spending 
cutbacks, loans and a three-month extension of the fiscal year to 
avoid a projected $280 million deficit. The surplus revealed by 
Miller appeared when the state closed its books at the end of last 
September, 15 months after the fiscal year began. Miller at­ 
tributed the state’s extra cash 
to 
“ exceptionally 
good 
management'' by the state’s 19 departments and the legislature, 
plus smaller than expected welfare caseloads, lie said the 
departments and the legislature returned more unspent money to 
the state’s general fund than they ever had before. In late 1975, 
after the fiscal year began, Gov. William Milliken shocked law­ 
makers by declaring the state faced a $300 million deficit. Nego­ 
tiations with majority Democrats reduced lhat to $280 million. 
Milliken ordered a spending cutback of $124 million and tl#? state 
borrowed money from two restricted funds to help make up the 
difference. The fiscal year was extended from June 30 to Sept. .‘Ml 
to pick up extra money. 


The board resolution will be 
sent by telephone and telegram 
to State Rep. Harry Gast (R-St.

William 
Milliken, 
Schuster said. 


The resolution says in part 
that the mandatory breakfast 
program will "infringe upon 
the feeedom of the people of the 
state of Michigan,’’ and will 
“add to the tax burdens of local 
school districts. Historically, 
100 per cent state-mandated 
programs do not receive 100 per 
cent state funding.” 


School 
officials 
said

proposed program will require 
purchase of new equipment and 
hinn« of additional employes. 


“Also, if students are going to 
eat breakfast at the school, they

The section provides that any 
non-conforming 
structure 
damaged by fire, wind or an act 
of God cannot be rebuilt if the 
cost 
exceeds 
one-half 
the 
market value of the structure 
unless 
the 
rebuilding 
is 
approved by the zoning board of 
appeals. 


It also would allow the zoning 
board to act favorably only if 
the rebuilding does not extend 
the probable duration of the 
structure or if the land cannot 
be advantageously used in a 
way permitted in the zone. 


Councilman 
Charles 
Kerlikowske said the section is 
aimed at eventually eliminating 
non-conforming structures. 


Residents said they feared 
they would not Ik* allowed to 
rebuild their homes if they 
burned down and would lose 
money.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - 
A 19-year-old Ann Arbor man 
said 
Thursday 
he 
shot 
a 
University of Michigan coed to 
death because she repeatedly 
begged hitn to kill her. 


Ricky Wayne Wilson pleaded 
guilty in W ashtenaw County 
Circuit Court to a charge of 
second-degree m urder in the 
death of Jeannine Boukai, 17, of 
Ann Arbor. 


Miss Boukai's body was dis­ 
covered by an early m orning 
jogger last Oct. 1 in the cam ­ 
pus’s Nichols Arboretum . An 
autopsy showed she died of five 


.22-caliber gunshot wounds. 


After an open m urder charge 
against him was dropped, Wil­ 
son told a hushed courtroom 
Miss Boukai first asked him to 
kill her after they met at a party 
at his house. 


“ We were joking around and 
she made a statem ent about 
getting somebody to kill her, 
but the price was too steep ,” 
Wilson told the court. A few 
days later, she went to his house 
and gave him $51). he said. 


“ 1 asked her what the money 
was for and she said.

supply. Elsewhere, fuel supplies have been increased by as much 
as 50 per cent and more to heat homes and businesses. 


Some factories in South Carolina and New Jersey have been 
idled because of a natural gas shortage. On Thursday, government 
officials and businessmen from the Carolinas, Virginia, Maryland 
and other states asked the Federal Pow er Commission for 
authority to buy natural gas from Texas that is not subject to 
federal price controls. 


The cold snap is causing the heaviest ice buildup in years on the 
Great Lakes, the Coast Guard said. In the G reat Lakes, Lake E rie 
was almost completely frozen; Lake Michigan was in danger of 
freezing over for only the fourth time this century and a western 
portion of Lake Superior was covered with ice as well. 


The Coast Guard said the most critical problem could develop at 
Sault Ste. Marie whore four-foot-thick ice threatened to shut down 
St. M ary’s River, the m ajor artery of the G reat Lakes system . 
"W ithout navigation in the St. M ary’s River, we wouldn’t have 
winter navigation. It just wouldn’t be possible,” a Coast Guard 
spokesman said. 


The Coast Guard hulk'd traffic along 20 miles of the Mississippi 
River near Cape G irardeau, Mo., when a collapsing ice dam 
separated 11 barges from a towboat. Barge traffic was also slowed 
on the Ohio, Alk'gheny and Monongahela Rivers.

consum ption of heating fuels, 
but no drastic shortages of fuel 
are predicted,

Twin City area suppliers. 


Fuel oil com panies in the 
Twin C ities area noted con­ 
sum er dem and is far greater 
than norm al, and utility com ­ 
panies serving Berrien county 
report the cold has set new 
records for consum ption of na­ 
tural gas and electricity.

Thursday m orning at 11 a.m . 
when custom ers in both states 
us(>d 2,807.(KM) kilowatts of elec­ 
tricity.

M ichigan G as U tilities Co. in 
Monroe said consumption in the 
latter part of 1970 and this 
month is the highest ever, not­ 
ing gas usage in Berrien county 
is 21 per cent above norm al 
Ix'cause of the extrem e cold. 


John Banyon, m anager of 
I&M's Benton Harbor division, 
said the com pany's previous 
peak in usage was 2,767,000 
kilowatts on Dec. 3, 1970, and 


that record was topped in quick 
succession yesterday at 9. 10, 
and 11 a.m . He said the com ­

Banyon explained consum p­ 
tion increases on days such as 
yesterday because, in addition 
to the cold, it was overcast and 
m ore lights w ere used.

weeks has produced record 
consumption of heating fuels, 
but no drastic shortages of fuel 
are predicted, according to 
Twin City area suppliers. 


Fuel oil companies in the 


Twin Cities area noted con- 
sumer demand is far greater 
than normal, and utility com- 
panies sen ing Berrien county 
report the cold has set new 
records for consumption of na- 
tural gas and electricity.

Michigan Electric Co. reported 


a record peak was reached 
Thursday morning at 11 a.m. 
when customers in both states 
used 2,807,11011 kilowatts of elec- 
tricity. 


The 
headquarters 
for 


Michigan Gas Utilities Co. in 
Monroe said consumption in the 
latter part of 1976 and this 
month is the highest ever, not- 
ing gas usage in Berrien county 
is 21 per'Cent above normal 
because of the extreme coki. 


John Banyon. manager of 


I&M's Beaton Harbor division, 
said the company's previous 
peak in usage was 2,767,000 
kilowatts on Dec. 3, 1976, and 


that record was topped in quick 
succession yesterday at 9, 10. 
and 11 a.m. He said the com- 
pany could not supply figures on 
what normal kilowatt-usage 


' would be. 


Banyon explained consump- 


tion increases on days such as 
yesterday because, in addition 
to the cold, it was nvercast and 
more lights were used. On es- 
pecially snowy days, the usage 
may be less than usual because 
of school and factory closings, 
he said. 


"By far this is the highest 


year we've ever had of gas us" 
said Dwayne Cole, chief gas

He noted the gas company 


usually figures on one or two 
months of extreme cold, but he 
reported figures saying that 
every month since July has been 
colder than normal. Cole also 
said that Berrien customers, 
since Jan. 1. have used 
619,924,0(10 cubic feet of gas — 
21 per cent more than usual. 


Gas and other companies 


record the coldness in what are 
called "degree days." Cole 
explained fuel companies figure 
that heat will be used on any day 
coldcr than S5 degrees, which 
gives a mean number. He said, 
for example, if the high in a day 
was SO and the low was 31, the 
average would be 40. Subtract 
that figure from, the mean 
number of 65 to get the number 
of degree days for that day.^ 


lie said Michigan Gas es- 


timates July will usually have 
six degree days, and in 1976 it 
had eight. The average for 
August is 22. and last year was 
42. Other months, with the 
average followed by actual 
number in 1976, were: Sep- 
tember, 99, 166; October. 355. 
514; November, 723. 915; and 
December, 1,1188,1,321. 


Cole also said through yester- 


day, there hayc been 608 degree 
days in Berrien this month 
compared with a normal of 470 
for the same period of January. 


Cole noted all customers on 


interruptiblc service are now off 
gas, and both he and Banyon 
said there arc currently no 
problems with supplies. Both 
said their respective companies 
should be able to meet demands 
and no rationing is anticipated.. 


Coal supplies at Berrien 


county's only coal dealer, Sodus 
Coal Co., are holding up, ac- 
cording to owner Jerry Brown. 
But he said snowstorms at the 
coal fields in Kentucky and 
West Virginia may delay some 
deliveries to him a bit. 


He said supplies from the coal 


fields have slowed down but "1 
should have enough to take care 
of my customers." Brown is one 
of the few coal dealers tor all of 
southwestern Michigan, and he 
said the next nearest may be in 
Michigan City. 


Suptisingly, lie said about 300 


of his customers still heat solely 
with coal, and noted their con- 
sumption is about one-and-one- 
lialf months ahead of usual. 


He said the biggest increase 


in demand is from owners of 
Franklin-type stoves, who he 
said 
arc 
using 
coal 
to 


supplement other forms of heat. 
Brown said he has delivered 
between 75 and 100 tons of coal 
just to users of those stoves. 


Gordon Hosbein, owner of 


Peoples Coal and Oil Co. in 
Bcnton Harbor (which no longer 
handles coal) said his fuel oil 
supplies arc adequate, although 
weekly consumption is about 20 
per cent higher than a year ago. 
lie noted there has been a 
"considerable" increase in 
demand, although no rationing 
is expected. He added that con- 
sumption has gone as high as 80 
per cent above normal, that 
coming in December. 


W.E. Jersey, owner of W.E. 


Jersey *t Sons in Benlon Har- 
bor, reported 
his fuel oil 


supplies arc "very good," 
although demand is far greater 
than usual, estimating usage is 
about a third more than normal. 
"We've doubled our business in 
a year," he pointed out. 


Both he and llosbein said 


there-appears to be a shift to 
heating homes with oil, and 
Jersey said he has increased his 
oil accounts between 90 and 100 
PIT year.

Richard Marzke, president of 


Pri-Mar Petroleum, Inc., in St. 
Joseph, said he does not see 
many problems in supplying 
customers since Us oil reserves 
are also adequate. He noted, 
though, that fuel oil is in light 
demand throughout the. nation, 
and 
constantly 
increasing 


prices could mean price con- 
trols. 


He said he hasn't observed too 


much of a shift from one fuel to 
another, noting. "With the cost 
nf energy going up so rapidly, 
what tanks lite a good one day 
might not be the next."

At a meeting Thursday morn-

"The injured persons arc still 


crew members," said Ken 
Lewis.

The group took to hiking 


along the highway because of 
soft snots on ice of the Kankakee 
River. On U.S. 231. a mile south 
of Hebron, in northwestern In- 
diana, a truck slowed for them 
and was struck from the rear by 
another truck. The first vehicle 
slammed into the group. 


Jorge Garcia, 19, of Stream- 


wood, 111., suffered serious in- 
ternal injuries, a broken arm 
and lacerations, and had been 
listed in critical condition 
before surgery. He still was in 
serious condition. 


Cliff Wilson, 18, of Elgin, 111., 


suffered multiple fractures of 
the pelvis, a'brokcn right teg, a 
broken wrist and lacerations. 


Steve Marr, 18, also of 


Streamwood, 111., suffered dou- 
ble fractures of his left leg. 


Another member 
of

expedition,^Gary Braun, 19, of 
Bartlctt, 111., was treated for 
abrasions and released. 


The expedition was pulling its 


canoes loaded with gear across 
the ice on the Kankakee when it 
was decided it would be safer to 
take to the roads. 


"We ran into the 20th century 


anil decided it's absolutely un- 
safe to travel by road," said 
Reed Lewis, 34, expedition 
leader, after the group voted to 
continue. "We can't travel on 


the river because the ice isn't 
solid enough." 


He said the expedition will be 


transported to Wilmington, III., 
and from there make its way to 
the unfrozen Illinois River, and 
ultimately to the Mississippi. 


"We've proven we can walk. 


It's not worth endangering lives , 
to continue," Lewis said.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — They 're 
say ing some pretty nasty things 
about Fran Tarkenton at the 
Pro Bowl, mainly because he's 
not a part of it 


"His not being here is like a 
slap in the face to every player 
taking part in this game," St 
Louis Cardinals quarterback 
Jim Hart said at Thursday’s 
workout. 


Hart is closer to thi^ituation 
than anyone else He would not 
be a part of it. if Tarkenton. the 
quarterback of the Minnesota 
Vikings, had not decided to skip 
Monday night's game in Seattle. 


Tarkenton claims an injury 
suffered about four weeks ago in 
the opening round of the Na­ 
tional Football League playoffs 
is forcing him out of this annual 
all-star game — though he 
never reported any after-effects 
from that game w hen he play ed 
in the National Conference 
championships and in the Super 
Bowl. 


" I t ’s not the first time lie's 
pulled this,’*’ Hart said of 
Tarkenton’s withdrawal. "Per­ 
sonally. 1 couldn’t be happier. It 
gives me a chance to play in a 
game that only a few players get 
a chance to play in. I’m ab- 
solutley delighted to be here. 
Listen, it’s more than just 
another game. It's an honor.” 


Tarkenton, it must Ik- noted, 
is not the only Pro Bowl selec­ 
tion pulling out of this meeting 
of American 
and 
National 


Conference stars Five others 
have done the same — but that 
hasn't stilled the criticism of 
Tarkenton. 


"11 a guy s chosen to play in a 
game like this,-' said Hart, "he 
should have the decency to be a 
part of it. It's not asking too 
much." 


Tarkenton 
has 
now 
been 
selected to four Pro Bowls. But 
he has appeared in only one. in 
1971 
This makes the third 
straight year he is by-passing 
this game, which follows the 
Super Bowl by one week. 


‘ His excuses are wearing a 
little thin, don’t you think?” 
said Roger Staubach of Dallas, 
elevated to the NFC starting 
quarterback job by Tarkenton s 
absence "I think what he's do­ 
ing is disgraceful." 


Even one of Tarkenton’s 
teammates, 
rookie 
wide 
receiver Sammy White, was 
critical of his quarterback. 


"It it was really a bad injury 
that was keeping him out. like 
Franco (Harris of the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers). 1 could see it," 
White said “ But from what's 
being said. I just don’t know . 


“ This is my first game, so I’m 
all excited almut it Maylie if I’d 
been picked for a lot of them. I'd 
feel different — but I hope not. I 
mean, the fans are pay ing to see 
the best players in the game.

Many Problems Ruining 
Once-Strong Red Wings

Poetic justice? 
Thé Detroit Red Wings waited 
until the last minute to postpone 
their recent game against the 
Washington Capitals. Look what 
happened. 


One of the smallest crowds in 
Red Wings history, an estimat­ 
ed 2.500 persons, showed up 
Monday 
night 
at 
Olympia 
Stadium for the rescheduled 
game. 


The National Hockey League 
club, which knew months ago 
when football’s Super Bowl 
would be played, decided Sa­ 
turday to push the Washington 
game ahead to Monday. It didn't 
want to compete for spectators 
with the television blockbuster 
Super Bowl. 


“We couldn’t postpone it 
sooner because we had to get 
approval from Washington,” a 
team spokesman said. “ There 
are questions of travel com­ 
mittments and other things that 
couldn’t 
be 
determined 
earlier.” 


Late Sunday and early Mon­ 
day the area suffered its worst 
snow storm of the season. Six to 
eight inches fell. Schools closed. 
People skipped work. 


And about 5.000 persons who 
already had paid for tickets 
didn’t bother to go to Olympia to 
watch two of the worst teams in 
the NHL battle it out for the 
cellar of the Wales Conference’s 
Norris Division. 


Detroit lost 2-0, shut out by a 
goalie named Bernie Wolfe and 
a team of Red Wings castoffs. 


“ This isn’t a very good night 
to be out. Driving is very 
hazardous,” Red Wings’ radio 
announcer Bruce Martyn said 
on the air. 


His partner in the broadcast 
booth, ex-Red Wings’ player, 
general manager and coach, Sid 
Abel, admitted; “ If I didn’t have 
to be here, I certainly wouldn't 
have come out on a night like 
this.” 


The question is, did the 
weather really make that much 
difference? If it was a beautiful 
night Monday would there have 
been a much larger crowd to 
watch such woeful opponents? 


It’s easy to knock someone 
when they’re down, so it’s 
generally more acceptable to 
wait until they’re up. But if one 
waits for the Red Wings to win a 
couple games in a row before 
criticizing them, they might 
never get the opportunity . 


Detroit can’t even handle the 
poorest teams in the league, let 
alone the good ones. 


It’s tragic that a club with 
such a memorable and distin­ 
guished history just can’t come 
close to those old glory days. 
Every year is a “ rebuilding 
year.” Things will always be 


different “ next year.” 


But how can they be? The Red 
Wings don’t have any supers­ 
tars and have few justplain 
“ stars.” Their No. 1 draft 
choices of recent years can’t 
even make the team: Rick 
LaPointe, Fred Williams, Terry 
Richardson. 
Another, 
B ill 
Lochead, has been up and down 
from the minors like a yo-yo. 


What a terrible indictment of 
the Red Wings’ scouting sys­ 
tem. 


Other players are continually 
shuffled up and down from the 
farm clubs. It’s as if the mere 
act of changing faces is going to 
make a difference. 


Defenseman Terry Harper, 
one of Detroit’s few outstanding 
players, said before the season 
opener one of the reasons the 
team would be improved was 
“ more stability.” 


It hasn’t worked out that way. 
General Manager-Coach Alex 
Delvecchio is constantly revis­ 
ing the roster — replacing 
mediocre players with mediocre 
players. 
* 


A few years ago it became 
chic to blame the Red Wings’ 
troubles on “ that college coach” 
Ned Harkness, and his sidekick 
Jim Bishop. But Harkness, 
former 
coach 
and 
general 
manager, and Bishop, executive 
vice president, have been gone 
for three years. 


Delvecchio announced before 
the start of the season that the 
Red Wings had lined up a new 
coach for next season. They 
couldn’t say his name because 
they said he was with another 
pro team and they didn’t want to 
get involved in any tampering 
hassles. 


Why — and this has been 
asked all season — did they 
bother 
to 
make 
the 
an­ 
nouncement in the first place? 
It jUst made the season a lame- 
duck campaign. The players are 
working under a system that 
may not be next year’s system 
and a coach who won’t be next 
year’s coach. 


Crime around Olympia has 
been a problem, but it’s impact 
on attendance hasn’t been posi­ 
tively determined. If the Red 
Wings played in a nice, new 
arena in the suburbs — where 
most of their fans are — it 
would be easy to assume they 
would draw bigger crowds. But 
would it last beyond the first 
year of the theoretical new 
arena if the club continued to 
play so poorly? 


Surprisingly, 
perhaps, 
it 
might. Look at the Detroit 
Lions. They were losers this 
season but continued to draw 
near capacity crowds for most 
of 
their 
National 
Football 
League games at the two-year- 
old Pontiac Silverdome. 


There will be a hard core of 
hockey “ nuts” who’ll go to the 


MT.rttiSSMt 


Red Wings games no matter 
what the team does. Sparse 
crowds of diehards, however, 
simply won’t pay the bills. 


It'll take a good team with a 
good record in a good neigh­ 
borhood to make the Red Wings 
a thriving business again. Post­ 
poning games, meanwhile, will 
only shift the poor turnouts 
from one day to another. 


Entries are still open for the 
Blossomland Men’s Association 
city tournament.

groups have protested the in­ 
troduction of plastic bottles in 
Michigan by a soft-drink com­ 
pany. 


Thomas Washington, execu­ 
tive director of the Michigan 
United 
Conservation 
Clubs 
(MUCC), said the plastic bottles 
are the worst possible use of a 
diminishing natural resource. 


“Here you have a whole world 
wondering 
where 
the 
next 
gallon of oil is going to come 
from, and Coca-Cola decides to 
put it into a throwaway con­ 
tainer,” Washington said. 


Petroleum products are prin­ 
cipal 
ingredients 
in 
the 
manufacture of plastic con­ 
tainers. 


Joining MUCC in the cri­ 
ticism 
were 
the 
Michigan 
Student Environmental Con­ 
federation 
and 
the 
West 
Michigan Environmental Action 
Council. 


The plastic beverage con­ 
tainers first appeared in the 
Detroit area last month. They 


since have been distributed in 
Lansing and othct parts of the 
state. 


Michigan voters approved a 
referendum 
last 
November 
rejecting the concept of dis­ 
posable containers. 


Although the plastic bottles 
being marketed are disposable, 
they will be subject to the same 
10-cent minimum mandatory 
refundable deposit as all other 
throwaways once the state's 
bottle law takes effect 
in 
November 1978. 


A spokesman for Coca-Cola 
said the firm had planned to 
market the plastic bottles in 
Michigan for four years and that 
the move has no connection with 
the bottle bill referendum. 


A spokesmen for the protest­ 
ing environmental groups said 
they might take a different 
position if a plastic container is 
developed that can be washed 
and refilled. 


Coca-Cola spokesmen said the 
firm plans to market a such a 
bottle soon, but no deadline has 
been set.

UAW Pacts 
Will Boost 
Car Prices

WASHNGTON (AP) - Recent 
contract settlements with the 
nation's major car manufac­ 
turers will raise annual produc­ 
tion costs by $100 per car for the 
next three years, the govern­ 
ment predicted Thursday . 


The Council on Wage and 
I Vice Stability said wage gains 
won by the United Auto Workers 
with Ford Motor Co.. General 
Motors and Chrysler C orp. will 
lie less costly than settlements 
earlier in 197« in the rubber, 
electrical and trucking 
in­ 
dustry. 


But the council, which moni­ 
tors inflation, noted that in ad­ 
dition to seeking wage gains, 
the auto workers pressed lor 
more vacation time in order to 
create more jobs. 


The council warned it “ fears a 
double backfire on both prices 
and employment as a result of 
this provision.” 


Council 
Acting 
Director 
William Lilley III explained the 
backfire 
could 
develop 
if 
manufacturers compensate for 
increased time off by cutting 
back on the number of workers 
used in auto production. 


A second backfire could come 
it domestic carmakers compen­ 
sate by raising price*, and end 
up losing sales to foreign 
competitors, Lilley said. 


The council estimated wages 


111 the auto contracts will 
increase an average of 8.4 per 
cent a year, assuming inflation 
of 0 per cent a year. The con­ 
tract contained a cost-of-living 
clause. 


With fringe benefits included, 
the average annual increase will 
Ih1 9.8 per cent, the council es­ 
timated. 


It compared that to the es­ 
timated 10.4 per cent annual 
rate of increase in costs under 
the trucking agreement nego­ 
tiated earlier in 1976. 


Since labor costs are roughly 
one-third of total production 
costs, and assuming normal 
productivity 
increases, 
the 
council said the total cost of 
producing a car will rise by an 
average of 2 per cent a year ov er 
the three years.

Carter 
Fans See 
Economy 
On Rise 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - 
Voters who picked presidential 
winner Jimmy Carter feel bet­ 
ter about long-range economic 
conditions than do those who 
backed 
Gerald 
Ford, 
say 
University 
of 
Michigan 
economists. 


The report was made by the 
university's Survey Research 
Center (SRC) in its quarterly 
survey of consumer attitude's. 


SRC Director Richard Curtin 
and his staff conducted 1,254 
telephone interviews across the 
country to determine what 
|)eople think of business condi­ 
tions and what their spending 
plans are. 


Curtin and survey founder 
( ieorge Katona said Carter sup- 
IMirters gave relatively fewer 
favorable reports about their 
current 
financial condition, 
compared to a year ago. 


However, SRC said, “ At the 
same 
time, 
Carter 
voters 
reported much more favorable 
expectations about the state of 
the economy and their own per­ 
sonal financial situation. 


“ Fully 56 per cent of the res­ 
pondents who reported they 
voted for Carter in the recent 
presidential election expected 
business conditions to be better 
in a year, while among Ford 
voters only 29 per cent expected 
business conditions to improve 
in the next 12 months. 


Similarly, 
favorable 
long 
term 
business 
expectations 
were held by 40 per cent of 
Carter voters as compared to 20 
per cent among Ford supp- 
porters. 


Carter voters, asked w hy they 
expected business to Ik* better in 
a year, cited possible changes in 
government economic policies. 


Ford voters, 011 the other 
hand, said they viewed the 
long-term picture with pes­ 
simism because of the govern­ 
ment’s role in the economy . 


SRC said that after a gain of 
six points recorded in the Sep- 
tember index, the figures based 
on the October-December na­ 
tional survey declined 2.8 index 
points. It stands at 86.0, down 
from 88.8 three months earlier. 
The point system is bast'd on 100 
(joints in the February 1900 
consumer survey. 


The survey report said con­ 
sumer expectations about infla­ 
tion, and opinions about expect­ 
ed changes in interest rates and 
unemployment 
all 
showed 
improvement in the last three 
months of 1970. One in 3 of those 
questioned reported he expected 
unemployment to decline in the 
next year, one in 3 thought 
prices would remain the same 
or go down and 1 m 5 expects 
interest rates to go down. 


It noted during the fourth 
quarter a small increase in un­ 
favorable attitudes toward buy­ 
ing 
conditions 
for 
large 
household goods, cars and 
houses. 


SRC said the results indicate 
consumers 
recognized 
the 
current sluggishness of the

have remained cautiously op­ 
timistic." 


Of those interviewed, 51.7 per 
cent said they had voted for 
Carter, 48.3 per cent lor Ford.

the township for the following 
reasons: 


1. The balance of the firetruck 
is only $28,000. (The Chikaming 
township refinanced the fire- 
truck at 4V4 percent for six 
years, as stated in the paper,

2. One mill gives the township 
$35,000 per year (at present tax 
rate). 


If one mill for three years is 
passed, the Chikaming township 
will receive $35,000 (at present 
tax rate) in only one year to pay 
a balance of $28,000 on the fire­ 
truck. Now, if you stop to think 
about 
it, 
the 
Chikaming 
township board is asking the 
taxpayers for one mill for three 
years, which will give them 
$105,000 (figured at present tax 
rate.) That's a lot of extra 
money for the board to play with 
. . . ?!

Michigan Lottery Sales Up 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Lottery ticket sales increased 11 per 
cent during the second half of 197H compared with the same period 
in 1975, the Michigan lottery bureau has reported. Sales for the 
July-to-December period totaled $108.2 million compared with 
sales of $H7.4 million for the second half of 1975, an increase of 
$1(1 8 million. Total sales during the 1975-7H fiscal year reached 
$226.7 million. The record enabled the state to retain its No. 1 sales 
position among the 13 state-run lotteries. The net profit generated 
for the state's general fund last year was $105 million. Since the 
lottery began in November 1972, some 1.4 billion tickets have been 
sold and more than $320 million has been paid out in prizes. 


Tackles Court Backlog 


DETROIT (AP) — The state Supreme Court has acted to unplug 
a backlog of nearly 6,000 eases awaiting trial in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court. The high court assigned T. .John Lesinski. the recently re­ 
tired chief judge of the Michigan Court of Appeals, to tackle the* 
Recorder’s Court backlog. Leskinski announced no specific plan 
for the task, saying only that he would “do what had to be done.” 
Ix'skmski resigned his appeals court post last year, claiming the 
court’s annual salary of $42,000 and use of a free state car were not 
adequate.

Schober, superintendent of the 
(iolden Gate National Recrea­ 
tion Area, which oversees Alca­ 
traz. “ He doesn't seem to be 
proconvict, or proguard.” 


Hatfield said he conceals his 


bitterness about Alcatraz. Hi 
doesn't believe there should lx 
no prisons — “Would you like 
Charlie Manson walking tin 
streets of California?” — but h( 
would like reforms in the one«, 
that exist. 


"Alcatraz epitomized a lnghly 
structured environment where a 
man was not allowed to make 
any decisions on his own.” he 
said. "It was emasculating, it 
made everyone bitter." 


The federal government is 
trying to decide the future of 
Alcatraz, whether to continue 
the lours or develop it into 
something more posh. Hatfield 
feels 
the 
skeletal 
remains 
should stay open to view. 


"As long as prisons are the 
way they are, Alcatraz should 
continue.” he said. "People 
should get some insight into 
what our prison system is like.”

The visitors come each day by 
the boatload, guided by young 
rangers in Smokey the Bear 
hats who tell grim tales of 
prison life on this desolate rock 
in San Francisco Bay. 


The prison has been closed 
since 19H3. but the National 
Park Sen ice guides ha\e done 
their homework on the 29 years 
it held the toughest convicts in 
the land.

Michigan Lottery Sales Up 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Lottery ticket sales increased 11 per 
cent during the second half of 1976 compared with the same period 
in 1975, the Michigan lottery bureau has reported. Sales for the 
.July-to-December period totaled $108.2 million compared with 
sales of $97.4 million for the second half of 1975, an increase of 
$10 8 million. Total sales during the 1975-7(i fiscal year reached 
$226.7 million. The record enabled the state to retain its No. 1 sales 
position among the 13 state-run lotteries. The net profit generated 
for the stale's general fund last year was $105 million. Since the 
lottery began in November 1972, some 1.4 billion tickets have been 
sold and more than $:I20 million lias been paid out in prizes.

‘‘Alcatraz epitomized a highly 
structured env ironment where a 
man was not allowed to make 
any decisions on his own,” he 
said. “ It was emasculating, it 
made everyone bitter.” 


The federal government is 
trying to decide the future of 
Alcatraz, whether to continue 
the tours or develop it into 
something more posh. Hatfield 
feels 
the 
skeletal 
remains 
should stay open to view. 


“ As long as prisons are the 
way they are. Alcatraz should 
continue,” he said. “ People 
should get some insight into 
what our prison system is like.”
